Some general comments from Bill Bailey .. . 


“On each if the afternoons March 15 and 16 the band was- scanned 3 times for TA sigs: 
80 minutes before local sunset; at local sunset; at the end of evening twilight 30 
minutes past sunset. TA's were hrd on 104 channels of which 52 channels (50%) pro- 
duced traces to usable audio while the sun was 20 above the horizon. 15 stns pro- 
duced fait to good audio and of these 10 (66%) were below 1100 khs. Thus the low 
band was more productive than the high band. In daylight Monaco (1466), Buinea 
(1403), Albania (139%), France (1376 & 1205) were the high band good readability 
stns. Portugal (665, 719, 755, 782, 1061), Morocco (701, 818, 827, 935), Senegal 
(764), Andorra mixed u/Morocco on (701 & 818), all were very listenable in the low 
band. At local sunset (2255 GIT) 66 channels had fair or better auiio and 30 mins 
past sunset 79 channels were hrd w/fair to good audio even though at least 11 stns 
hed s/off. The best sig 80 minutes befére sunset was Morocco (827) w/the 4 low fq 
Portugal stns right behind. lLangenberg (1586) was not usefully readable until well 
past sunset although Guinea (1403) and Monaeo (1466) were very good in daylight. 
1525 khs produced a growl as the sun was setting so probably USSR was gaining on 
Urumchi. As you know both use RR language here so its difficult to tell which is 
which. I°ve hrd éach stn on alternate days and to compound the problem USSR uses 
@ phrase similar to “Govorit Pekin". To ne the only satisfactory ID is the Nayak 
IS and/or the "East is Red". The MW band seems only fair at present w/the usual 
high power outlets. In the low power catagory Great Britain (998) 2 kw was read- 
able after sunset; West Germany (520) 20 kw was fair; and ee (1178, 1313, 1358, 
1412, 148%, 1502) were fair, Gambia (648) and Upper Volta (746) were hrd after 
2300 GMT. Zaire (692) was not hrd, but pops in 2 or 3 times a month". 


From Bob Foxworth: "You might want to mention 2 vy good beacons of TA CX are the 

stn FFH in France on 2500 who are hrd u/(Sometimes over) WWV-2500 w/Cw ID at 0650133, 
0700333 and so forth; and Shannon Aeradio in Ireland on 2889; there is a "y- good 
correlation w/how well these are hrd, and how high end TA CX are".'

Haretoel! 


As we look back upon the pest 32 yeara spent in operating the NRC and publishing 

DX NEWS, we are reminded of the goals we set for ourselves before we sssumed re- 
sponsibility. Upoti.learning thet the BPC was going to retire, we set about looking 
for printers, and lining up other possibilities for reducing the workload. We aimed 
for a regular mailing of DX NEWS, improved readability of copy, larger issues and 

the regular appearance of 911 columms intact with no pages held over. In all re- 
spects we achieved these aims. Page cout per issue was increased without signifi- 
cant costs increases; copy quality was greatly improved by going from paper printing 
masters to Degatives and metal pletes; no colums were held over, even when they 
arrived lete; snd 911 issues were miled by the day after the msathead date, egsin, 
despite lste-sbriving colums, All of this was achieved without any significent cost 
increases. Third clgss subscriptions were eliminated, and some publications prices 
were increased to help psy for the improvements. Elimination of Third Cless subscrip- 
tions glso pllowed us to obtain » First Class mgiling permit, thereby ssving us an 
hour or two » week im pasting on stamps. The Postal Service's elimination of » separate 
Airmail class further reduced thet workload, but the resulting rate hike, slong with 
drastically increased paper prices, necessitated an ultimate dues increase. 


Among our other goals were the creation of remote facilities for distribution of our 
publications, and eventually, remote ordering as well. In addition, we hoped to have 
members alswer technical and other questions by letter instead of doing it at HQ, Al- 
though we were not immediately able to de-centralise distribution, and our initial 
attempts to do so failed, we were ultimetely succesaful in removing thet added work 
from club HQ, In sddition, we de-centralised the sample- and informtion-distribution 
chores, During the intervening time, we were able to significantly improve order- 

end corresponience- handling, although not without some foul-ups. Although g colum 
in DXN oriented toward enswering getersl questions was never able to get off the 
ground, letter-snswering in these areas was farmed out as applicable, and many ques- 
tions posed in letters or in DXN which were of general interest were answered in 

the bulletin. 


Our final origingl goal was to bring a more "professional management" to the club's 
operations, In this respect, we: were generally successful, although we feel that we 
could have done better. Our finencial reports did appear, although much-delayed. 

Our annus] reports did likewise. Our initial sttempts to incorporate and gain a 
sales tax exemption as » nonprofit organizetion were only partislly successful. 

We did finglly obtain corporation status, after mich reconstruction of financial 
records, but we never received replies from the IRS in response to our determing- 
tion 93 non-profit, which was a necessary prerequisite for State sales tex exemption. 
In all events, we attempted, and generslly succeeded, in keeping the membership well 
informed as to whet wes going on, Further, we incluied 911 of those contributing to 
the club worklosd in sny major decision-making, although there was not really a lot 
of that type of decisions necessary. 


Our transitions in these sreas were not always smooth — as witness the aforementioned 
early problems with reprints, sddress label errors when labels were re-typed and 
again when the membership function was removed from HQ, and the problems in getting 
Logs to the Publication Center this past season. 


We have also added several new dimensions to the club, through the printed "New 
Member Booklet", also known sas"Getting Started in Medium Wave DX'ing" and our two 
reprint reference manuals on antennas and receivers. These have provided informe- 
tion in » much more orgsnised format which is easier for us to hendle for distri- 
bution, They have also reduced the coats to both the club end the individuel men- 
ber while providing more information, and have allowed s considerable reduction in 
the reprints worklosd.

We have instituted two new columms in DX NEWS, — XChange, ani Graveyard 0X 
Achievements; and re-named others — Foreign and Domestic DX Achievements. We heve 
also published new editions of the Pattern Book and Domestic Log as well aa ini- 
tigted plens for » re-issue of the Latin-American Log. 


The most striking change in the NRC during our tenure hes been its phenomenal men- 
bership growth and order volume for publications. Much of this can be attributed 
to the excellent publicity we have received in the hobby electronics press, for 
which it is most difficult to adequately express our gratitule. 


Qne of our earlier projects - an active membership recruitment and meintensnce ef- 
fort has been bogged dow over the past season and a half due to increased time de- 
maDds at HQ and to the amount of work involved in this program. Its revival is now 
in the hands of the Membership Center. We have been dissppointed with the leck of 
technical end feature materiel st times, as well as the failures to establish » 
Question end Amawer colum, but sgain, we cennot provide all of these by ourselves. 


The NRC's greatest strengths have been in ita diversity between technical and non 
technical interests; domestic and foreign; and novice and veteran. We have tried, 
as our predecessors have tried, to maintain some sense of belance and variety to 
ceter to as many interests a3 we sre able. We have likewise requested the aid of 
the membership in determining which ways the club should go, in many cases to see 
a Yather disappointing quantity of response, Our accomplishments have been built 
upon the achievements and failures of the past publishers, which hes always been 
another of the club's strengths — the sbility of s new publishing crew to bring 
their fresh enthusisam together with their ability to learn from the experiences 
of their predecessors. We hed to follow the group which had first introduced of- 
fset, » Domestic Log snd » Pattern Book, and we believe that we made » mark of our 
own in club history, 


We fully anticipate that the LADs will sdhere to the traditions of accomplishment 
and lesrning from the pest with » resulting further imcregse in the dimensions of 
the club. The period of transition is always difficult as » new group faces the 
evormity of their new obligetions, end struggles to menage it effectively in the 
first few months. We urge your cooperation with eny problems which may result, 
just as Boston urged your cooperation in a similar case when we first took the 
Teins. We expect that the club will continue to grow and to thrive, and that our 
achievements will be equalled or surpassed in the seme way that those of the 
Boston crew were, add those of their predecessors were by them. Each new publish- 
ing crew, by the very nature of their freshness end enthusiasm, should be sble 
to do this, and we expect that the condition will persist even into the future 
beyond Louisville. We wish them the best of luck in their new endeavours! 


In another way, it's a time of ambivalence for us here. We will welcome the chance 
to DX more freely, to perhaps efgage in research or writing, and to be mburdened 
of the crunch of deadlines and week-in, week-out publishing. These things can be 

a problem even with decentralisation reducing the load considerably, due to their 
rather persistent nature. Qn the other hand, however, we will miss the pride in 
completing another issue well done, or in making another improvement. We will miss 
some of the contact with the membership, the editors and the other workers, whom 
we thank profusely for their efforts which in turn made our jobs a little easier. 
The time comes, however, when individual, personel considerations mst take pre- 
cedlence over loyalty to the club in some respects, and then it is time for a pub- 
lishing group, as well aa an editor, to stand aside. We will, however, remin in- 
dividuslly active in our different ways, in the NRC end the hobby, end, should the 
Reed erise at some future time, be willing to lend our experience to the club in 
as yet umimow ways as we are able.

AU here is usually most intense 
in the evening and weakens after midnight. This probably explains why 
the Anchorage stations often don't make it in till past midnight.

Besides having 
three locals (two of them 10kw) within three miles, a persistant 60 cycle 
buzz in the apartment building makes DX more difficult. The buzz can be 
looped out in one direction. For an RS I use a tiny portable Sony ICF- 
7800W. Although just small enough to fit into a coat pocket it is a good 
performer, having tuned RF stages on all three bands (AM, FM, high VHF).
